that reason the representation must 
be cut down to give the up-state 
counties more votes in the legisla 
ture. 


TO CONTROL SENATORSHIPS. 
The purpose of the republicans in 


planning to reduce the representa 
tion of the southern counties is to 
insure their control of the legisla- 
ture, if possible, and thus make it 
possible for them to hold the places 
in the United States senate and to 
direct all matters of legislation. 


The republican state committee, it 


is said, is back of the movement to 
cut down the democratic representa- 
tion and to add more strength to 
its own party. It is pointed out that 
Senator Fairbanks, 
too. 
with his 


usual foresight, is already 
taking- 


precautions against a democratic vic- 
tory in six years from now, which 


•ould enable the democrats to oust 
lim from his place, and is taking 
a great deal of interest in the pro- 
lased adjustment and has insisted 
that the redistricting shall be done 
.0 suit his wishes. 


That th? republicans would try to 


gerrymander the state in the redis 
tricting so as to insure holding as 
many places as possible was a fore- 
gone conclusion. But it was not be- 
lieved they would adopt the bolder 
plan nt frying to shut oxxt the demo- 
crats by cutting down their repre- 
sentation and the movement will be 
bitterly denounced.

The republican man- 


agers want the extra votes, however, 
in order to carry out their schemes. 
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Senator Beveridge is as much inter- 
ested in the movement as is Senator 
Fairbanks and his supporters will 
join with those of the senior senator 
to effect the steal. 


Senator Will Wood, of Lafayette, 


has been delegated by the republi- 
ciin managers to draw up the ap- 
portionment bill and he has been 
working on it for some time.
